FEMALE SUFFRAGE. 

The question of female .suffrage which 
has been agitated in ao many countries of 
Iste years was introduced into the House' 
of Asfiembly yesterday by Mr. Dr.iko, 
president of the council. In spouking to 
a motion of Mr, Beaven's the hon. gentle- 
man proposed the insertion in tho act of a 
clause entitling women to vote for candi- 
dbtes for .the legislature. Although tho 
Maendment wua so uuexpoctcd that its 
■uddennoss electrified some of tho hon. 
members, who deprecated too haaty aotion 
in the matter;, and although no decided 
views were expressed by 'therii,' atill the 
general tone of the discussion left the im- 
; pressioQ that tho proposed innovation 
^ will not be unfavorably received. For 
our own part wo have long been of 
opinion that women have an equal right 
with men to exercise the franohise and 
have a voice in the govornmont of the 
land in which they live. Fifty years ago 
to have advanced this proposition would 
have caused the person so doing to bo 
pityingly regarded as a crank, and its re- 
vival but twenty-five years i»go called 
forth general ridicule from the public who 
viewed the idea as absurd and viaionnry. 
Beaten for a time, aometimea advancing 
and again falling back bafUed, the propo- 
•ition has yet^iBteidily;^ 'gained .ground, 
losing advocates to find still stronger ones, 
antil the agitation of: the subject became 
sufficiently greaV to cause the possibility 
of adoption to bo seriously discussed by 
some of the greatest pohtioal economists 
of the day. England hei-self is so essen- 
tially copservative that the juetico of tlio 
claim and possible beneficial results weio 
lost sight of in natural horror , of such a 
sweeping reform. The law of progression 
has to a great extent overcome this failing 
and, imbued with more liberal ideas, the 
present generation views the claims of 
'woman to equal rights if noti^with enthus- 
iasm, at least with far more favor than 
formerly, while active opposition has been 
reduced to a minimum, the latter in itself 
being a most significant sign. The 
. changes effected by the extension of tho 
right of franohise to females will be so 
great as to preclude any certainty in anti- 
cipation of tho result, wliich, however, 
cannot, in the main, fail to bo beneficial. 
Given that a man has a right to vote and 
that" he •exercisea that^righti" intelligently 
by supporting those best calculated to ad- 
vance the prosperity of the country and 
thereby indirectly benefiting himself, 
iiwhy.ouould he refuse to extend to his 
^; helpmate and his dearest relations and 
friends — whom ho would lay down his 
life to protect — that which he unhesitat- 
ingly accords to his fcUownien, strangers 
to him, with diverse interests and with 
whom 80 often ho has nothing in common? 
la it not natural, andqusfc that his wife, 
daughter, mother or sister should' have a 
controlling power, however slight it may 
be, in the laws of the land that may uiako 
or mar the prosperity of a brother, liusbaiid 
or son r Looking at the question from 
audtlier point of view, many a woman is 
forced by circumstances to gain her own 
Bubflistonco and wliile being compelled to 
accept the disadvantages of man's, lot, 
which is to work, is 'yet^Atf d^Jfex^^^ 
laws deprived of one of K^is'tmirtW^ 
right? — a right, moreover, which he has so 
jealously guarded that he has been blind- 
ed to the equal claim of tho softer sex. 
Wheruver good women are, soft and 
ennobling influences accompany fjthem 
which are felt and- appreciated for tho 
good effects that follow in their train. The 
accusation that women are guided too 
much hy sentiment Ciinnot be said to have 
been fully proved, and were such the case 
with experience aided by the hard com- 
mon aeiise .of others, time would rectify 
thia. Th0rris,ht .would bo excrci.^ed only 
in conjunction with those of the sterner 
sex and tho result would be what a 
harmonious combination of the sexes has 
always produced humanizing, refining and 
consequently superior progress. At the 
approaching sesBioii of tho Ottawa parlia- 
ment Sir John Macdonnld's election bill, 
introduced last session, which extends to 
women tho right of franchise, will be 
considered and, we trust, passed. It 
would bo a great source of satiafalction if it 
would bo said of the local representatives 
of the Pacific province that they were the 
first parliament nnder British' rule that 
gave to women airighfc'ithat' had been for 
flgesunjustly witUieldiV^ j-i V

HEPORT. 

Mr. Somlin presented a report from 
tho committee appointed to ascertain the 
value of land in tho Peace river district 
and on the east coast of Vancouver is- 
land. Tho committee asked for authority 
to send for persons and papers. 

Mr. Somlin said that the authority was 
nocoisary in the interests of tho inquiry. 

Mr. Orr suid that Mr. Elmore and a 
person known as "Nigger Dan" (a laugh) 
lived in the Peace river district and it 
would be necessary to send for them as 
their evidence was valuable. 

Mr. Armstrong said there were persons 
as near as Nanainiu whoso evidence was 
necessary. 

Ho.n. Mr.Smithe suid a private member 
was asking for an expenditure of money, 
which was irregular.' If witnesses were 
called witnesses would have to bo paid, 
and the funds in Mr. Speaker's hands 
would bo altogether inadequate to meet 
the expenditure proposed by the commit- 
tee. It was not competent for a private 
member to move the adoptioh of. the re- 
port because it involved a money ex- 
penditure. 

Mr. Armstrong said the .lat^tetjpart of 
tho report might bo loft dut as'lh'e Speak- 
er had power to pay witnesses. 

Mr. Semlin thought tho house should 
its 'opinion as to the propriety of the ex- 
penditure. 

iMr. Speaker said the chairman of tho 
committee should give two days' notice of 
a motion for the adoption of the report. 
Hon. members would then have an op- 
portunity to express their opinion as to 
tho regularity of tho notice. 

KOOTBNAYi • - 

Mr. Galbraith moved that an order of 
tho house bo granted for a return specify- 
ing — 1st. Tho acreage of land granted un- 
der lease to William Baillie-Grohman in 
tho lower Kootenay district; 2nd. The 
time for which the lease is granted: 3rd. 
The amount of rent to be paid yearly; 
4th. The amount to bo expended yearly 
in reclaiming the land; 5th. Tlie price to 
bepaid to the p;overninent for the land so 
relaimed! Carried. 

DRVnOCK. 

Mr. Duck moved for a return of all papers 
and correspondence between tho government 
and McNamoe & Co., or any person in bo- 
half of either, relating to the cancellation 
of tho contract for the construction of tho 
graving dock on tho 28th June, 1882. 

Mr. Duck said he had seen tho contract 
only once, and his recollections of it were 
that it was a very extraordinary piece of 
paper. He believed the contract had not 
been cancelled. The work on the dock 
was continued through 1882 and part of 
1888 on account of construction. It was 
provided in the contract that in case the 
work was not being satisfactorily per- 
formed the government might stop in and 
complete tho dock for the contractors and 
in oasa of any Biirplus remaining on hand 
after the oompletion of the dock it was to 
bo paid to the contractors. The late gov- 
ernment stepped in and took possession 
of the dock works, but they did not finish 
it. Under the terms ' of . Uie ;; Oontract the 
government hecanie partners withMcNam- 
eeCo. It wasthey, then, that wereindefault 
and not tho contractors. ' If the dock had 
been pushed ahead rapidly and economic- 
ally who would say that there would not 
have boon a surplus when the dock was 
completed 1 Ho did not think tho con- 
tract could have been cancelled or that 
the government had fulfilled their part of 
the agreement. 

Seconded by Mr, John. 

Mr. T. Davie said that if it was shown 
that the late government made them- 
selves partners in the late contract tho 
discovery would be tfven more astound- 
ing than a knowledge of the fact that the 
same governniont were parties in the 
transfer of the contract to local par^.ies 
(Mr. Beaven — "No.") The hon. mover 
was not a man who spoke at random and 
there was probably truth in what ho said. 

Hon". Mr. Smithe said that if the 
position taken by Mr. Duck was correct 
the late government hud made themselves 
liable to the contractdrs to complete the 
work. The present government took, a 
diflorent view, of the matter and, the 
Dominion goverhineiit tootc the same view 
au the present government of tho province 
did.' The late Chief Commissioner had 
charged work done on the dock to tho 
McNameo contract and had forwarded 
vouchors to Ottawa for payment under 
that^opnti'ttct. These vouchers were, 
however,returned dishonored, the Domin- 
ion government refusing to pay for what 
was charged against a defunct contract 
when the work was being really carried 
on by^day labor by the government. 
Under the arrangement which Mr. 
Beaven was endeavoring to carry out no 
material could be charged to tho Dominion 
government; all the cement, and bricks 
and stone and other material were paid 
for by the Province and Mr. Beaven did 
not oven ask for a refund from the 
Dominion. The present government, 
however, treating the contract as cancell- 
ed sent in vouchers for everything and 
got tho money amounting to $120,000^ 
while tho comparatively small amount of 
§30,000 qakod to bo refunded 
by Mr. Beaven under tho contract was re- 
fused and the vouchers returned by tho 
Dominion govern rinient. The late govern- 
ment had put the province in a very 
awkward position. The taking over of 
the work was a cancellation of tho icon- 
tract, and was treated asi ffuch by this 
province. 

Mr. Beaven said the work was carried 
on by the lata government under tho con- 
tract which was not cancelled by that 
government. Ho had not been a party to 
tho taking over of tho contract from Mc- 
Niimee tfc Co. by local contractors. Ho 
knew nothing about the transfer except 
by report. If the late Chief Commissioner 
was a party to it that would not afl'ect tho 
government, because an act must be col- 
lective to bind a whole government. 

Mr. Davie quoted from evidence of the 
lato Johnstono Robertson to show that 
arrangements for tho transfer wera com- 
menced in Mr. Walkem's private office and 
that the parties wore advised by Mr 
Walkem to go to Mr. A. R. Robertson's 
otHco to complete this terms. Mr. 
Walkem's evidence (which was road) 
showed th^t be knew all about^^tjie trans- 
Mr. D^^^^he had no -^^^^^ of 
saying that the govemnaent^weire'piirthors 
with McNamteiiiis.Go. Jn the contract, but 
in taking the work over they had asaumed 
a liability tp completo it for tho oontraC' 
tors. 

Tho resolution was passed. 

THE QOVERNOU-aENKBAL. 

Hon, Mr. Drake, socouded by Mr, 
Beaven, moved that a committee bo ap- 
pointed to draft an address of welcome to 
His Excellency , t|ie^ Governor-General.

recommitted so a« to allow such persons 
as were qualified to vote at theiJaat eleo-„ 
tion to vote at the coming eleolion oh 
payment of the road tax ton days previous 
to tho tlay of election. 

Mr. T. Davie said he had every desire 
to make the atnendmont acceptable tu the 
public at largo and he hud no desire to 
permit non-residents to vote by merely 
paying the road tax. He disclaimed any 
such intention. Tho object of the bill 
was to prevent a largo and respectable 
class of residents from being disfranchis- 
ed. ' He would not object to the recom- 
mittal of the bill with a view to guarding 
against strangers who merely paid a road 
tax voting. 

The bill was then recommitted Mr. 
Ray bould in the chair. , . ■ 

After a lengthy discussion, on motion 
of Mv. Beaven, tho bill was amondod to 
read that any person who was rated on 
the road tax assessment list of Viotoria 
for 1882, and who j*aa qualified to vote at 
the election iti January, 1883, is entitled 
to vote at election in January, 1884, pro- 
vided he haa paid both road tax and 
water rate (it any) ten days previous to 
tho election in' the month of January, 
1884. 

Ou motion of Mr. Orr the voters' list 
for January is to reinain as the list 
for any election {^e^j^uring thf year. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved' tlie second' 
reading of this bill. 

Mr. Armstrong said that it was report- 
ed that tho contoniplatod railway to bo 
built by tho promoters had boon ascer- 
tained by Mo.sara. Sproat iiiid Farwell to 
bo only 15 miles instead of 4") milws in 
length, as was stated last year. He mov- 
ed a postponement until further informa- 
tion or the report of those gontlemeh had 
boon laid before the huu^u. 

Mr, Allen did not wish to see this bill 
forced through the house. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said that this was not 
an attempt to force the bill through the 
homo. The government had j»o such in- 
formation as that mentioned by tho mem- 
ber for New Westrainstar. In fact, there 
was no such thing. ^ 

Mr. Orr objected to tha bill, 

Mr. Dunsmuir said these alterations 
were in favor of the country and wore ex- 
actly what honbfaiblo 'gentlemen wanted 
last session. 

Mr. T. Davie said he understood if 
tho alterations wore not made the Domin- 
ion Government would disallowj|bybiU. 
If the report of Messrs Sproat /and Far- 
well would show that the railway was 
only . 15 miles long the report should be 
laid beioro the house, lao government 
could have no objiot in pressing the bill 
through the house. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that the bill of 
last session would not bo disallowed at 
Ottawa; but Sir Alexander Campbell hav- 
ing learned that there was considerable 
opposition to that bill because there was 
no provision which compelled the com- 
pany to bring their freight through Brit- 
ish Columbia, suggested the insertion of 
clause 1 of the present bill. This ciaiiss 
was moved last session ho, believed, by 
tho junior mumber for Yale and with- 
drawn. This government could hot pre- 
vent any company from placing boats on 
tho lakes and rivers and this company 
could have placed boats on the Kopteniiy^ 



and Columbia rivers without asking au> liaviug agreed to defer his amendment, 



thority from the legislature. They had 
chosen, however, to ask for certain priv- 
ilogos on condition, among other things, 
of running steamers on tha Kootenay 
waters, and this clause would have tho 
olFoct of preventing them enjoying a right 
they would: otherwise have had had tho 
clause paswii.

tifteon miles from tho frontier line would 
be ample to prevent any of the marsh 
lands falling- to the company. .,No.w,_how-^ 
ever, it was found that tho marjh extend- 
ed a distance of at least twenty miles from 
the boundary, and it was desirable to 
place beyond peradventuro tho possibility 
of these marsh lands when reclaimed fall- 
ing to the'Kbotenay Railway Co. 

There was no intention to force the bill 
through and the second reading might be 
postponed till after the adjournment, 
which it was now proposed to take and in 
tho meantime the report of tho commis- 
sioners would be ^placed before the mem- 
bers for pfffusil.'^ "He, thtsrofore, moved 
the adjournment of tho debate. 

Mr. Galbraith said no two authorities 
agreed as to tho boundaiy line. Tho 
length of the railway was only stated ap- 
proximately last session, but ho believed 
tho lion, member- fur New Wostminstor 
was wild in hia statement. 

Mr. Martin said that his resolution of 
last sefsion went further than this bill. 
His resolution required the company to 
connect their railway with the Canadian 
Pacific railway. 

Mr. Wilson said the first clause was 
probably intended to get over ^ constitu- 
tional bbjobtioti and the socoiid 'clauso 
had belter be postponed until after tho 
report of this commissioners was before 
the houso. 

Mr. Dunamuiv was present when Sir 
Alexander Campbell pressed -theseitfirst 
clauses on the promoters siujis iprsatisfy 
the opponents of tho measure.;^ ^ t^. 

Mr. Allen asked if tho promoters were 
not allowed to run their ore, etc., to for- 
eign countries, would other companies bo 
allowed to do so ? , ; , . i/ .:

Mr.Allen — Then this bill is a farce. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said by the passage 
of this bill last year we had acquired a 
lover to use on these parties which with- 
out tho bill we could not have obtained. 

Mr. Somlin was afraid tho house was 
exceeding its power. Wore we not regu- 
lating trade and commerce, which ought 
bo regulated by tho Dominion 1 If we 
could constitutionally pass the amend- 
ments ho would be glad to do it; but could

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that the 
house at its rising stand adjourned till 
tho 7th January, 1884.

Mr. Galbraith referred to provious 
aossions when the mainland members 
were compelled to remain until midaum 
mer.

or profession and oiuittod to cause the fact 
to bo notified uu tho voter's roll.

Mr. Drake said the present act had led 
to a great deal of trouble and annoyance 
to electors (hear, hoar,) ffnd he thought 
tho amendment proposed highly neces- 
sary. Ho would like to aoo the act still 
further amended CO as to enable the fair 
sex, to equally exorcise the right of fran- 
chise with their- storner comrades. (Im- 
mense enthusiasm) The change pro- 
posed would bo a radical ono, but why 
should it nut take place 1 Ho presumed 
that the womoii' of a' country took au 
equal interest with men in its welfare and 
it was hut just and right they should liavo 
a voice in its fit and proper government. 
When tho bill went into committee he 
would movo that a clause be inserted 
enabling women to vote (hear). 

The house then went into committee. 
Mr. Galbraith in tho chair. 

Clause 1 passed. 

Mr. Drake moved, in amendment, that 
aoetion 2 bo amended by striking out the 
word "male" whorevor it occurred and 
Bubbtituiing the word "person."
